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New State Guard. 

The new Kentucky touiie Guard 
will soon be a thing of strength. 
Several companies have been mus- 
tered in lately and a number oi 
applications are on file from va- 
rious towns and cities. 

Col. Jouett Henry, Hopkinsville, 
who has been detailed to muster 
the companies, is in the city. 
He says the State Guard will be 
reorganized on a new basis. There 
are to be four instead of three reg- 
iments as heretofore, and more re- 
sponsibility will be place upon bat- 
tallious. According to present 
plans the battalions will meet at 
aome central point for inspection 
at least four times each year. 

There seems to be a general mis- 
understanding as to the character 
of the new State Guards. Many 
have been led to believe that none 
but Democrats will be accepted 
and that the guard will be strictly 
partisan. Adj. Gen. Castlcman 
prepared a letter, copies of 
which he sends to applicants for 
the privilege of organizing State 
militia companies. In this letter 
he state : 

The attention of the citizens of 
Kentucky who desire to form a 
part of the reorganized State 
Guard is called to the fact that 
partizanshipmust be avoided ; that 
sanies must represent all 
shades of political opinion ; that 
politics is not consistent with the 
duties of the soldiers. What is 
needed is good citizenship, With 
this requiste the good soldier is as- 
sured. Obedience to orders, fideli- 
ity, sobriety, neatness and con- 
scientious care of property are es- 
sentiels. The State Guard will be 
thoroughly well equiped by the 
State and Service to the Statb (not 
to party) will be required." 

Col. Henry is carefully to that 
the conditions imposed by Gen. 
Castlemau's instructions exist be- 
fore he mueters in a compouy. 
The new companies mustered in 
e made up of a fine class of men.

FROM TEXAS. 

Mr. Editor: 

Thinking that many of my old 
friends would like to hear from 
me, I take the pleasure of address- 
ing them all; as I promised sever- 
al letters before I left. On lust 
October 8, I boarded the train at 
Campbellsville for the Lone Star 
State and after a short ran came 
to Lebanon, there we enjoyed a 
short rest of three hour, and then 
another run brought us to the 
Great Empire city of Kentucky, 
(Louisville) aud there gurgling the 
ice cold water for a few hours and 
surrounded by arts beauty, all was 
lovely. 

Our next leap was in the dark, 
but the next morning when we 
were permitted to gaze upon na- 
ture's beauty we were in a laud of 
cotton, but it seemed to be of an 
inferior grade. We soon reached 
the great metropolis city of Mem- 
phis, here we saw the first soldiers. 
They reminded me of the Blues 
and Grays of 1861— '65.

I will now tell you somethiug of 
McKinuey. The bustle and hustle 
of wagons, hacks, etc., is an evi- 
dence of business The trade in 
wheat, coru, oats and sotton is im- 
se. It is situated in the midst 
of the black waxy land of Texas, 
the fertality of which is known 
the world over. I stayed some 
three or four weeks at McKinney 
" then moved about ten miles to 
little town of Anna, where I 
am doing business for myself. I 
have a goad run of work, in fact, 
more than I cau do at times. 

Anna is a small town situated 
on the H. & T. C. railroad. We 
have thirteen business houses as 
one has already stated. 

We have just had a fine rain and 
aud the prospect for wheat is good. 

Farmers are busy planting cot- 
ton, corn is up and growing. The 
business of this town is immense, 
re quantities of corn, wheat 
aud cotton goes out from here 
constantly.

cal—let him read on and maybe be 
will become so faseinated with the 
idea that he will take up the hobby of 
cultivating biota with enthusiasm. 

It must be explained that the biota 
under discussion are not made by 
merely filling a pen with Ink and al- 
lowing the drops to fall on paper; they 
are grown and watched with anxious 
care until they attain their full meas- 
ure of beauty and form. They may 
be made with ordinary black, or blna- 
black writing ink, or with colored 
inks, or with mixtures of several kinds 
of inks; and as a blot grows, the col-< 
ors of the ink sometimes form into 
differently colored concentrlo rings, 
each coloring being sharply divided 
from the next. 

In order to grow beautiful blots yon 
only require a Fraall basin, an Ink 
bottle, a piece of glass tubing or a 
firm straw, a piece of soft lampwick, 
and, of course, some ink and blotting 
paper. The ink bottle is placed in 
the basin and is filled with ink. The 
wick is inserted in the tube, which is 
placed in the ink bottle and is kept in 
an i pright position by a lid of paper 
or tin with a hole in the center. The 
bl I ting paper rs the* placed over the 
basin so that its center touches the 
glightty-protaBdxag wick. The blot- 
tin;' paper, thus fed by the wick.ab- 
sor! s the ink. while the blot growl 
in the form of a circle and gradually 
aid as owing to the force of capillary 
attraction. In less than an hour it 
will probably be four inches across; 
it may bally attain a diameter of 
about 12 inches. 

It limit not he supposed that there 
is anything at all difficult in the way 
of blot-growing. If you have not a 
basin, a wick, or a tube at hand, dis- 
peaat eritfa the basin, putanyextem- 
porary wick — say a piece from a tow- 
el's fringe — in any extemporary tube 
—a piece of a quill pen, for instance 
— nnd place the wick and tube in the 
ink bottle; arrange matters so that 
one end of the wick touches the ink 
and the other end touches the blot- 
ting paper, and wait for the blot to 

Your interest will grow with the 
blots. It will be observed that the 
edges of the circles into which the 
blots form are sometimes serrated or 
daintily scalloped ; although some inks 
preserve a perfectly smooth outline 
for each of the two, three or more 
concentric circles into which they 
may break. It becomes absorbingly 
interesting to observe the different de- 
velopments caused by various inks; 
every new experiment yields a new re- 
sult. 

When the blot has been grown with 
■ certain kind of ink, it is interesting 
to dilute the ink with water and then 
to grow another blot and note the 
difference, which will often be sur- 
prising. Or this experiment may be 
varied by feeding a blot with plain wa- 
ter after it has been grown with un-< 
diluted ink; the water will often cause 
the original blot to spread in a most 
remarkable and unexpected manner.

FARMS IN CHINA. 

Small But Welt CultiTated-What U 
Riind on Thorn. 

The farms in China are small and 
well-cultivated. First among prod- 
ucts are rice, tea and sugar; then come 
vegetables, a little grain, with indigo, 
camphor aud silk. The eotton indus- 
try of India has assumed large pro- 
portions, while Indian tea is rapidly 
taking the placo of the Chinese article 
in the chief marts of the world. Throe- 
fourths of the tea shipped from China 
to the United States is sent from the 
port of Amoy, where it is first graded 
and packed. The shipments hence in 
1897 amounted to 14,742,341 pounds, 
valued at ftjSUJt 17.30. Until re- 
cently this tea, which is largely con- 
sumed in the United States, has been 
regarded as the finest grown, but in- 
ferior mixtures gave it a bad repu- 
tation. Then a tea commission was 
created m the United States to super- 
vise the importation of tea, and the 
evil was remedied. As in olives and 
wine, soil, climate and culture have 
more to do with quality than has spe- 
cies, h is less than 30 years since 
the tea culture of Formosa island be- 
gan to assume importance. A school 
was then established and a plantation 
started for teaching new methods, 
which found favor and produced ben- 
eficial results. — Bancroft, in the New 
Pacific.

The Jungfrau railway takes 
up to the Eiger glacier, penetrates by 
tunnels into the Eiger and is to pro- 
oe^ round the back of thefSger to the 
Moneh and the Jungfraujoeli and 
finally Into the Jungfrau. The last 
140 feet up to the top of the Jung- 
frao are to be accomplished with the 
aid of an elevator. 

If the project be carried out, it 
cannot be completed within the pe- 
riod of six years first specif,. 1. An 
observatory is to be built on the top 
of the Jungfrau, on which the Jung- 
frau Railway company is to nd 
a minimum of $20,000; and the com- 
pany is further to contribute i?l,2t>0 
annually toward the research. Al- 
ready 1 3-8 of a mile has been built, 
to a height of 8,350 feet above the 
sea level, and in laying out the re- 
mainder attention had to be paid to 
avalanche tracks. On the Jong- 
fraujoch ice has been Bet 
Inconveniently low level, so that 
there will be an incline M this ase> 
tion. The total length of the line i ill 
be 7.7 miles. 

Fourteen trains run at pres en t daily 
on the part of theline already opened, 
and the power station, as rleeeribedin 
Engineering, is to be furthi r< i* nd- 
ed for the new length of line up 
through the eternal snows. The cur- 
rent comes from the central station at 
Lauterbrunnen, which now gives 
1,000-horse power. The addition of 
two Eschcr-Wyss tubines, now being 
erected, will place 2,G00-horse power 
' at the disposal of the rail-way com- 
pany. The water is that of the White 
Lutshine. The intake is cloee to the 
famous but somewhat too musty Staub- 
bach fall. Each electric generator 
driven by the wateT turbine yields cur- 
rents of 500 amperes and 7,000 volts. 
The two new dynamos of the Oerjikon 
company are for the same speed, but 
of higher power, 800 against 500 hoflse 

Lightning has several Hmri visited 
the station, without e-ven blowing any 
fuses. A little damage was done, 
however, in one case, where lightning 
must have struck the pressure con- 
duit somewhere and, passing along it, 
got into the turbine. It pierced one 
of the Raffard rings, end escaped 
through the asbestos insulation of the 
generator withontdoingfnrther harm. 
It must not be forgotten, in reading so 
much about lightning conductors in 
anch installations, that even mod- 
erate sixed houses in Switzerland 
often bear two or three light D ing rode. 
The first electric car was fitted with 
two motors, each of 125-horsc power. 
The second has two motors of 150- 
horse power. Th ey run at 760 revo- 
lutions. The question of brakes is 
naturally very important. Ampk 
provision seems to have been made.— 
H. T. Herald.
